WHY WE ALL MUST VOTE IN THE NOVEMBER PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS 
or, How Many Anti-Reagan Songs Have You Ever Slammed To? 

To those people who loudl;, and we think naively, assert that 
voting is pointless because it doesn't change or affect anyth'.ng, 
and that cool people don't vote (instead, they wear anarchy symbols 
on their clothes) , we answer: whether you acquiesce to them o:: not, 
you are subject to the laws of the United States and the various 
States while you are here. 

The United States Constitution, in its Due Process and Equal 
Protection clauses among others, seeks to protect US citizens from 
unreasonable governmental interference. Yet the Constitution is sub- 
ject to the unpredictability of judicial interpretation, with the 
Supreme Court having the fins', say on the exact limits of our 
Constitutional rights. 

What does this mean to u.s, the "average" citizens, in our 
everyday lives? Plenty. It was the Supreme Court that ultimately 
required reading of the ("Miranda") rights to an accused upon 
arrest by the police, and it was the Supreme Court, in the landmark 
Roe v Wade case (1973) , that held it an unconstitutional invasion 
of "privacy for the government, to interfere with the choice of a 
woman to end an unwanted pregnancy. Because so many of the rights 
we've become accustomed to and depend upon are not speci f icall y 
embodied in the Constitution or its amendments, the current or 
future Supreme Court by giving a narrower interpretation to che 
meaning of the applicable Constitutional clause can take away the 
rights bestowed upon us by past liberal courts. Clearly, a con- 
servative Court, by use of its overwhelming power over our lives, 
would chip away at these richts. 

According to current forecasts, 5 of the 9 Supreme Court 
justices now on the bench will retire within the next Presidential 
term of office. Five new justices, a majority , will be appointed 
for life by the next President. (A majority, not a unanimous vote, 
is all that's necessary for a Supreme Court judgment to stand.) 
Further, if the 5 liberal-leaning Justices now on the bench are 
replaced with 5 conservatives, it will create the first all- 
conservative Court in nearly all of our history; the benefici.il 
tension between the two ideologies will be destroyed. 

We all know Reagan is extremely conservative. Just one 
recent example is his remark about the "inseparable" link between 
religion and politics, which clearly shows his own link with -.he 
anti-choice/'school pra*yer/etc fanatical Moral Majority/Reverend 
Jerry Falwell contingent. On the other hand, through television 
coverage of the Democratic National Convention and newspaper ire- 
ports, we all know Mondalc. (with Ferraro!) is relatively liberal , 
especially in contrast to Reagan. His values favor a strict (separ- 
ation df church staf^ end to th*=* niifflpar i nsjptjn t fr y, an t* 
reproductive choice for aii women. 

In oversimplified but most basic terms, the Reagan Administration, 
aside from its idiotic foreign policy, represents a narrowing of 
individual rights while the Mondale-Ferraro ticket represents not 
only maintenance of currently-held individual freedoms, but an ex- 
pansion of personal freedoms. 

To which person would you rather give the power of appointing

telephone number to call for information on how to register 
and vote. In New York, call V0TER8 4 (868-3784i In other 
areas simply call the Board of Elections, listed under the 
city or municipality in the phone book, or call information. 

If you have registered in the past, you must re-register if 
you changed your address or failed to vote within the last 4 
years. 

If you don't REGISTER BY OCTOBER 9, you can't vote in November. 
Mailed registration forms must be postmarked by Oct 9th '81.

The accompanying 
video has a lot of powerful clips of '60s 
civil rights demonstrations and speeches. 
Try to see it (though you can bet your 
ass it ain't gonna show up on MTV). 

RAT MUSIC FOR RAT PEOPLE VOL. 2 ctmpila- 
tion (CD009) on CD Presents (1230 Grant 
Ave, Suite 531; San Francisco CA 94133) — 
This record features Butthole Surfers, 
Personality Crisis, Kinutemen, JFA, Tales 
of Terror, Fang, Sicks, The White ,.ie, Big 
Boys, DRT and MDC (one song each except 
the latter three bands with two sorgs each). 
Overall this is a very listenable, cohe- 
sive comp. Hard and generally either fast 
or pretty fast, the bands and the songs 
themselves go wall together. The lyrics 
on most every song are really worth read- 
ing, but especially the Big ?oys' "His- 
tory, " The Dicks' "Legacy o<" Man" at a as 
ut-ual tne Minutamen v.ith "Fake Contest." 
I, tact, the Big Boys are an incredibly 
bitchen band we think. Fang's lyrics to 
"They Sent Me to Hell C.O.D." are hilariou 
s. And MDC sails in with their reto-t to 
the inane preachings of the Bad Brains 
with the stunning "Pay to Come Along. " 
All in all, a very worthwhile effort,

S.C.P.E.A.M. compilation Vol. 1 (Thirsty 
Ear Productions, 310 Madison Ave, Suite

e xposure. SCREAM stands for "Sampler 
Containing Really Exciting American Mu- 
sic" but it doesn't, r mean, not really 
exciting, at least to us. Two of the 

songs, by Painkillers and Hip Chemists, just 
really suck. New to; idiotic shit. But 
there is 30me stuff on here worth mentioning 
much to our surprise. 84 Rooms does a 
sort of NWavey tribal drumish thing with 
a great title, "Wild v oung Winos." Also 
tribal/induatrial is t # by Executive 
Slacks which would be good to wind down an 
evening with. And the other thing that 
caught our ear is The Altruistics "Play- 
ground" which reminded us of that "44 
Women" song by the Nails 3lowed down. If 
this is the kind of thing that appeals to 
you, write to the address above for more 
info.

GOVERNMENT ISSUE "JoyRLde" 12" Lp/ep (#9) 
on Fountain of Youth (3710 Durbin 3d, Beth- 
esda MD 20817) — The title track Jumped out 
at "s first thing-it's driving, desperati 
*i destined to be a truu classic. Also 
totally waning is "Reflection" with it's 
eexie guitar and distant vocals. "Blending 
In" features more wrenching desperation with 
a great beat and pace. "These Boots Were 
Made For V/alkin ' " is thrown in as a surprise 
extra track. very impressive, too, is 
"Time to Escape," that shows, as does the 
entire record, what a band with its roots 
in hardcore can do with it, where it can 
take music/it loves and build on it instead 
of repeating it over St over. (Band's address

...and also from Fountain of Youth... 
BONNCINS BABIES compilation (FOY 007) see 
above for FOY address — 3' ems like many of 
the songs on Side 1 are taking up the pre- 
hardcore DC style of thoughtful non-commer- 
cial pop-based music in the tradition of 
The Nurses, the Chumps, etc. Frenetic 
guitar-pop for -people who hate commercial 
pop/New Wave. The .lbusa as a whole shows 
bands jumping off from ;verything from hard- 
core to ska to post-punk guitar-pop to OMD- 
type dark stuff, then nuxing em up and taking 
•em somewhere new. Even the more busy/ 
noisy numbers fit well 'ilth the slower/ 
quieter songs, creating . well-balanced comp 
not limited to one stylo. The bands on this 
record that we normally think of as he here 
show another side, another dimension. The 
lighter sound at_ .slng&d Sc.«J>h. thoughts 
guitar and real singing makes for some great 
sounds/songs, and certainly fills a void 
that's grown up between musical styles. 
Bands included: Dove, Crippled Pilgrims, 
Body Count, lucky Pierri, 'Inderground Sol- 
dier, Artificial Peace, Exiled, Scream, Glee 
Club, 31ack Market Eaby, Reptile ^ouse, 9353, 
The Last Minute, L'eaver, Assault 8. 3attery, 
Braille Party, Void 5 and Government Issue. 

CUNTS Live "Apocalyptic 2reakfast"/"Turn 
of Night" 7-inch 45 (DIR-384OO) on Dis- 
turbing Records (from Chicago, but no 
address on the record) — "Apocalyptic 
Breakfast" sounds like Credence Clearwater 
'Heard It Through the Grapevine' and Jim 
Morrison singing. The drummer sucks. 
Here's the psychedelic guitar. It's not 
bad, I kinda like it, bnt it's rehash. 
Clever rehash. Tastefu,'. rehash. "Turn of 
Night" iB altogether different.

The fast, heavy part at the end is hip but 
if you only wait for/listen to that, you'll 
miS3 the power of this iiti-religion, anti- 
churchscam #. Creat to- chs-point lyrics. 

THE TOASTERS "Beat ('pV'.Crixton Beat" 7" 
45 on Ice Bear (Breakfas; Music, 295 East 
8th St, New York NY 1000)) — "Erixton 
Beat" is the stand-out cat here, with a 
slow, mock-sad/serious voice-over beginning 
and an upbeat tune to fo.lor it up. Ac- 
tually we wouldn't be qiite so interested 
in this if we hadn't recently seen The 
Toasters at CBGB, where '.hey put on a very 
fun yet involving set featuring some in- 
credibly fine songs that really stay with 
you. In fact, we think hey 're one of the 
most underrated live bants in the city. 
Fuck this 7-inch shit, t!l iy should put out 
an album. This is on th't Jukebox at the 
Holiday, so go on over th're and play It, 
OK? And see the Toasters next time they 
Play.

KING SUNNY ADE at The Pier, Sept. 8 '84: 

A spectacular sight and a spectacular 
mix of influences! There were about 20 
people on stacje; we couldn't see everyone 
from where we were, but we heard 'em 
alright. In the beginning of the set, 
they did some modern-influenced songs — 
70s rock influence, country/western in- 
fluence, including a pedal steel guitar 
— but as the set went on, they did a 
lot more traditional-sounding material. 
Ade, in traditional dress with an elec- 
tric guitar slung around his neck, look- 
ed great. At one point, he actually 
got that who:.e huge place singing along 
in Nigerian, during a call-and-response 
piece. After that, the band did a 
little seei.v-ngly-impromptu chant of 
their own, complete with 'dog' barks. 
Very pretty sounding altogether. The 
language itr^lf sounds beautiful, very 
poetic. A beautiful show.
